2. Railroad freight rates had to go 


up to pay for increased cost of labor 
and materials. These are charged to 
the consumer. 


3. The provision man has to pay 


income tax. These in a great many 
cases are added to the cost of doing 
business. 


4. It costs more to repair and build 


business 
structures, so rents 
go up. 


The consumer pays again. 


And so one could go on through var- 


ious items. 
In some places the retail 


provision men may 
be doing better 


than formerly. But they show no sign 
ot wealth. Probably they are not as 
well off as a whole, cost of their per- 
sonal living considered, as they were In 
1914. 
There are no doubt many indlv- 


ual cases of profiteering, which public 
sentiment and fair 
price committees 


should correct. 


How can the people beat this situa- 


tion?/ 


Well, as far as retail trade goes, 


there is a gain when an enterprising 
merchant reaches out for a bigger 
business by advertising. He can do 
business at less expense per article 
when he gets a larger volume of trade. 


There is a large number of people 


who believe there must be equality in 
this country, and there is just one 
place where they will get it, and that 
is the cemetery.
